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ELECTION OF SPECIES 

1 . Claims 1-62 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising a composition of Formula I linked to one or more peptide residues or amino 
acid residues in combination with one or more chelating groups having one or more 
radionuclides. The composition may be any of those set forth in independent claims 1, 
28, 33, 45, and 47-49. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Note: The Examiner respectfully requests that the Applicant elect a single 
disclosed species. The species should include the peptide(s), amino acid(s) chelating 
group(s), radionuclide(s). In addition, Applicant is requested to assign each variable the 
appropriate value in the elected species (i.e., Q = hydrogen, etc.) and state which 
claims are drawn to the elected species. 

2. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

3. A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement due to the complexity of the restriction. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
